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RUSH  TEAMS  UP  WITH  CHICAGO  WHITE  SOX

IN  THIS  ISSUE 


Of  all  the  acquisitions  the 
Chicago  White  Sox  made 
during  the  off-season,  this 
one  was,  perhaps,  the  most 
impressive.  It  won't  help  the 
Sox  score  more  runs  or  win 
close  games.  But  it  will  help 
to  strengthen  the  team  and 
keep  it  competitive  during 
the  2004  season  and 
beyond. 

In  January,  the  Sox  finalized  a new 
partnership  with  Rush  University 
Medical  Center.  Rush  is  now  the 
team’s  preferred  medical  center,  and 
sports  medicine  specialists  and 
internists  from  Rush  are  the  official 
team  physicians.  The  four  primary 
team  physicians  — Charles  Bush- 
Joseph,  MD,  Kathleen  Weber,  MD, 
Bernard  Bach,  Jr.,  MD,  and  Gregory 
Nicholson,  MD  — are  all  on  the 
faculty  of  Rush  Medical  College  and 
are  part  of  the  practice  group 
Midwest  Orthopaedics  at  Rush. 


The  deal  came  about  when  the  Sox 
went  shopping  for  a new  hospital 
partner  and  new  team  physicians  last 
summer.  After  extensive  research, 
head  trainer  Herm  Schneider  felt  the 
Sox  would  best  he  served  by  Rush, 
which  has  the  No.l  orthopedics  pro- 
gram in  Chicago  according  to  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report  and  one  of  the 
top  sports  medicine  residency  and  fel- 
lowship programs  in  the  country. 

“The  orthopedics  program  at  Rush 
had  the  doctors  who  I felt  were  the 
most  experienced  in  evaluating,  diag- 
nosing and  treating  hasehall-specific 
injuries,”  Schneider  says.  “I  wanted 
our  players,  staff  and  front  office  per- 
sonnel to  have  the  best  medical 
expertise  available.  I’m  extremely 
pleased  to  have  these  talented  physi- 
cians on  our  team.” 

Welcome  to  the  Show 

The  new  team  docs  are  just  as  pleased 
with  their  new  roles.  In  February, 
they  flew  down  to  Tucson,  Ariz.,  for 
their  first  spring  training.  And  start- 
ing with  the  April  13  home  opener. 


they  are  rotating  attendance  at 
home  games.  One  internist  and  one 
orthopedic  surgeon  will  attend  each 
home  game. 

“We’re  there  to  work  with  Herm 
Schneider  to  make  sure  the  Sox 
players  are  in  optimal  condition  and 
that  if  an  injury  does  occur,  we  can 
provide  an  accurate,  rapid  diagnosis 
and  initiate  care  to  minimize  their 
time  off  the  field,”  says  Bush-Joseph, 
who  is  the  lead  team  physician. 

That  care  extends  to  visiting  team 
players  and  coaches  and  umpires. 

As  orthopedic  specialists,  Bush- 
Joseph,  Bach  and  Nicholson  treat 
everything  from  broken  bones  to 
tom  anterior  cruciate  ligaments  and 
rotator  cuffs.  TTiey  receive  addition- 
al support  from  their  sports  medi- 
cine colleagues  at  Rush,  Brian  Cole, 
MD,  and  Anthony  Romeo,  MD. 

Weber  is  the  team’s  primary  internal 
medicine  physician  — and  one  of 
Major  League  Baseball’s  few  female 
team  physicians.  With  her  dual 
training  in  sports  medicine  and 
internal  medicine,  she  is  uniquely 
qualified  to  address  both  orthopedic 
injuries  and  the  medical  aspects  of 
sports  medicine,  such  as  heat  illness, 
head  injuries,  high  blood  pressure 
and  diabetes. 

“It’s  a huge  opportunity  for  us,  and 
I’m  honored  to  be  part  of  it.  As  a 
sports  medicine  specialist,  ideally 
you  want  to  be  caring  for  athletes, 
and  working  with  a pro  team  is  the 
pinnacle  for  our  profession,”  Weber 
says.  “I  think  we  have  a lot  to  offer 
the  White  Sox.  The  quality  of  care, 
both  within  our  practice  and  at 
Rush  overall,  is  top  notch.” 

Weber  selected  three  Rush 
internists  — Dragan  Djordjevic, 

MD,  Joseph  Hennessy,  MD,  and  Jisu 
Kim,  MD  — to  assist  with  game 
coverage.

TELEPHONE 
DIRECTORY 
GETS  AN  UPDATE

Tired  of  piecing  together  the  weathered 
pages  of  your  July  2001  telephone  direc- 
tory? Put  your  tape  and  glue  away.  The 
online  telephone  directory  is  up  and  run- 
ning and  soon  you  will  have  a print  ver- 
sion too  — making  it  much  easier  to  find 
people  at  Rush. 

It  has  been  two  years  since  the  last  pub- 
lication of  a Rush  telephone  directory  but 
the  delay  was  for  good  reason:  the  over- 
haul of  Rush's  outdated  telephone 
system. 

"We  updated  the  hospital's  entire  sys- 
tem, which  meant  we  were  in  a state  of 
flux  for  about  a year  and  a half,"  says 
Carol  Russo,  telecom  specialist.  "As 
phones  were  switched  over  to  the  new 
system,  telephone  numbers  were  chang- 
ing on  a daily  basis.  Printing  a directory 
before  now  wouldn't  have  been  time  or 
cost  efficient." 

Employee  suggestions  helped  to  drive  the 
content  of  the  new  directory,  says  Eric 
Breese,  director  of  Telecommunications. 

"The  new  directory  combines  Rush 
University  Medical  Center  and  Rush  Oak 
Park  Hospital  numbers  into  one  book  and 
provides  many  of  the  things  that  every- 
one has  been  asking  for,  such  as  office 
locations  and  multiple  listings  for  each 
person,"  he  says.  "As  an  added  bonus, 
with  the  new  layout  and  size.  Rush  will 
be  saving  almost  $20,000  per  year  over 
the  old  directory."

You  walk  across  golden-colored 
sand,  yearning  to  dip  your  feet  in 
the  enticing  crystal  blue  waters. 
Then  you  realize  — you’re  not  on 
a tropical  island;  you’re  on  the 
newly  renovated  pediatrics  floor,  5 
Pavilion  (PAV)  in  Rush 
Children’s  Hospital. 

The  walls  have  fresh  \’inyl  cover- 
ing, the  floors  now  feature  tropi- 
cal-themed sealife,  the  lighting  is 
brighter  and  the  signage  is  mod- 
ern — and  it’s  all  coordinated 
with  previously  renovated  pedi- 
atric units  in  the  Children’s 
Hospital.  Quite  simply,  5 PAV  has 
undergone  an  extreme  makeover. 

“The  floor  was  a mix  of  genera- 
tions. The  idea  behind  this  proj- 
ect was  to  bring  everything  up  to 
date  to  give  it  a cohesive  look  and 
feel,”  says  William  Dawes  of  the 
Capital  Projects  Department. 
Construction  to  improve  the  out- 
dated floor,  which  began  in 
December  2003,  was  recently 
completed,  and  staff  and  patients 
will  move  into  their  new  home 
the  first  week  of  May. 

“We  would  like  to  thank  everyone 
at  the  Medical  Center  for  support- 


ing us  while  we  were  in  our  tem- 
porary space  on  3 Pavilion,”  says 
unit  director  Judy  Salitore,  MS, 
RN.  “But  we’re  really  glad  to  be 
going  home.” 

It’s  no  wonder.  Every  aspect  of 
5 PAV  has  a pleasing  new  look. 
The  floor  in  the  brightly-lit  hall- 
way is  decorated  with  whimsical 
crab  and  seashell  characters.  The 
patient  rooms  have  all  been 
updated  with  new  wall  coverings, 
flooring  and  wall  guards,  improv- 
ing the  space  for  safety  and  aes- 
thetic purposes.  And  the  walls  in 
the  unit  will  soon  display  artwork 
created  by  Rush  pediatric 
patients,  thanks  to  Snow  City 
Arts,  a non-profit  organization 
that  assembles  a diverse  group  of 
professional  and  student  artists 
throughout  Chicago. 

The  new  activity  room,  with  its 
vibrant,  colorful  walls,  invites 
children  of  all  ages  to  “escape” 
their  treatment  rooms  and  have 
fun.  “The  color  sets  the  room  off 
from  the  rest  of  the  unit.  Kids 
know  it  is  designed  for  play,”  says 
Robyn  Hart,  director  of  Child 
Life  Services. 


Sponsored  by  the  Starlight 
Children’s  Foundation,  the  activi- 
ty room  is  designed  to  be  a special 
place  for  Rush’s  young  patients.  It 
will  he  an  entertainment  center 
and  creativity  room  featuriiag 
games  and  toys,  many  of  which 
were  donated  by  Toys  ‘R’  Us. 
Patients  can  watch  movies  on  the 
hig-screen  television  and  even 
talk  to  kids  in  pediatric  units  of 
other  hospitals  via  a computer 
link. 

Another  room  that  was  redone 
was  the  ncaurishment  room,  where 
families  can  “make  themselves  at 
home”  during  extended  hospital 
visits.  The  updated  room  has  a 
more  inviting  atmosphere,  thanks 
to  a fresh  coat  of  paint  and  new 
cabinetry. 

“We’ve  waited  a long  time  for  this 
renovation,”  adds  Kenneth  Boyer, 
MD,  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics.  “Now  it’s  what  pedi- 
atric care  should  he.”

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MORE  RUSH  EMPLOYEES  DEPLOYED  TO  IRAQ  byA„„eB„,ges=„ 


In  the  April/May  2003  issue  of 
NewsRounds,  Rush  employees  Esko 
Peterson  and  Marva  Askew  were 
among  those  interviewed  for  the 
story,  “Private  Sacrifice,  Public 
Service”  about  Rush  employees 
serving  in  Iraq.  At  that  time, 
Peterson  and  Askew  had  not  been 
called  to  serve,  biowever,  as  2004 
began,  all  that  changed. 

In  January,  they,  along  with  two 
other  Rush  employees,  Floyd 
Smith  from  Engineering  and 
Shaun  Smith  from  Environmental 
Services  — all  part  of  the  3625th 
Maintenance  Company  of  the 
National  Guard  — left  for  Iraq, 
where  they  will  be  deployed  tor  as 
long  as  18  months.  It’s  a rare  coin- 
cidence that  tour  people  employed 
by  the  same  organization  would  he 
part  of  the  same  Army  National 
Guard  company,  made  up  of  about 
200  soldiers. 

Peterson,  a senior  human 
resources  recruitment  consultant 
at  Rush,  has  a different  full-time 
role  now  — he  is  an  assistant  pla- 
toon sergeant  supervising  about  30 
people,  specializing  in  materials 
management  for  the  Army,  han- 
dling the  warehousing  of  supplies. 


Peterson’s  connection  to  Rush  is 
more  than  simply  a job.  “Everybody 
here  at  Rush  has  been  very  sup- 
portive,” he  said.  “That  makes 
serving  really  worthwhile.”  Ele  is 
married  to  Kristy  Peterson,  an 
admissions  counselor  for  Rush 
University.  The  couple  met  at 
Rush  in  1997  and  married  in  June 
of  2002. 

Askew  is  a lieutenant,  managing  a 
platoon,  Shaun  Smith  is  a logistics 
specialist  and  Floyd  Smith  is  an 
advisor  in  the  maintenance  sec- 
tion. They  are  among  at  least  16 
Rush  employees  serving  in  Iraq. 

During  a Jan.  5 goodbye  ceremony 
at  the  North  Riverside  Armory, 
Askew  talked  about  being  ready  to 
leave,  even  tluaugh  it  wouldn’t  be 
easy.  “Rush  is  like  a second  family 
tcT  me.  While  it’s  sad  to  leave  my 
friends  and  family,  I’m  excited  to 
go  and  use  the  skills  I’ve  learned,” 
she  said.  “We’re  going  to  go  there 
and  do  our  jobs,  and  we’re  going 
to  be  safe.” 

E-mail  is  making  it  much  easier  to 
keep  in  touch  with  what’s  going 
on  with  family  and  friends  hack 
home.  In  fact.  Askew  just  recently 


wrote,  “It’s  good  to  know  that  you 
guys  (at  Rush)  haven't  forgotten 
about  us  over  here.  We  are  all 
doing  well  under  the  circum- 
stances. Continue  to  keep  us  in 
your  thoughts  and  prayers.” 

To  help  handle  the  hot,  harsh 
weather  in  Iraq,  Human  Resources 
is  collecting  items  that  Peterson, 
Askew,  Smith  and  Smith  need, 
including  citronella  candles,

wipes,  dryer  sheets  and  other  toi- 
letries.

Minimally  Invasive  Treatment 
for  Stroke 

Jeffrey  Snell,  MD,  and  Demetrius  Lopes, 
MD,  are  beginning  a study  to  test  the 
effectiveness  of  a new  procedure  to 
prevent  and  treat  stroke.  Carotid  artery 
stenting  is  a minimally  invasive,  less 
expensive  alternative  to  surgery  that 
does  not  require  general  anesthesia. 
Thin  wires  are  passed  into  the  blocked 
neck  artery  through  an  artery  in  the 
groin.  The  blocked  neck  artery  is 
stretched  open  by  inflating  a small  bal- 
loon at  the  tip  of  the  wire  and  then  a 
small  metal  stent  is  placed  permanent- 
ly inside  the  blood  vessel  to  help  hold 
it  open.  The  stent  is  a cylinder-shaped, 
wire  mesh  tube  that  is  designed  to 
hold  the  artery  open.  For  more  infor-

Lactation  Program  Successful 
with  Very  Low  Birth  Weight 
Babies 

A study  published  in  the  Journal  of 
Obstetrics,  Gynecologic  and 
Neonatal  Nursing  shows  that  a lacta- 
tion program  for  mothers  of  very  low 
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birth  weight  babies  can  help  increase 
the  rate  of  breast-feeding  among  this 
group.  The  Mother's  Milk  Club  at  Rush 
is  a lactation  program  that  helps  moth- 
ers whose  children  are  cared  for  in  the 
Rush  neonatal  intensive  care  unit 
(NICU).  All  mothers  have  access  to 
support  and  educational  components 
of  the  program,  including  weekly  meet- 
ings for  continued  lactation  assistance. 
The  club  also  offers  special  services  to 
meet  the  needs  of  low-income  women 
with  very  low  birth  weight  infants. 

Lead  investigator,  Paula  Meier,  DNSc, 
director  for  Clinical  Research  and 
Lactation,  found  that  the  Rush 
Mother's  Mlilk  Club  produced  higher 
rates  of  breast-feeding  than  the 
national  average,  which  includes  moth- 
ers of  healthy  babies  who  do  not  have 
risk  factors  for  establishing  and  main- 
taining lactation.

symptoms  appear,  much  as  the  com- 
monly implanted  heart  pacemaker 
stops  heart  arrhythmias  before  any 
symptoms  occur.  The  Rush  clinical  team 
of  epileptologists  Donna  Bergen,  MD, 
Marvin  Rossi,  MD,  and  Michael  Smith, 
MD,  and  neursurgeon  Richard  Byrne, 
MD,  hopes  the  neurostimulator  will 
benefit  epilepsy  patients  who  do  not 
respond  to  current  medical  treatment. 
This  new  approach  will  not  only  avoid 
removal  of  brain  tissue  to  eliminate 
seizures,  it  will  allow  therapy  to  be 
delivered  to  the  brain  only  "on 
demand,"  when  a seizure  is  actually 
starting  to  appear.  The  neurostimulator 
is  designed  to  be  responsive  to  abnor- 
mal activity  in  the  brain.  When  a 
seizure  onset  is  detected,  a shock  will 
be  delivered  in  hopes  of  disrupting  the 
abnormal  brain  activity  and  stopping 
the  seizure.

Minimally  Invasive  Total 
Knee  Replacement  Surgery 

The  same  minimally  invasive  surgical 
techniques  that  were  developed  for  hip 
replacement  surgery  are  now  being 
applied  to  total  knee  replacement  sur- 


gery, in  most  cases  dramatically  reduc- 
ing time  in  the  hospital,  pain  and 
recovery.  Orthopedic  surgeon  Richard 
A.  Berger,  MD,  reported  that  92  per- 
cent of  his  patients  who  have  minimal- 
ly invasive  total  knee  replacement  sur- 
gery are  able  to  leave  the  hospital  and 
go  home  the  same  day. 

The  minimally  invasive  quad-sparing 
total  knee  procedure  avoids  cutting 
muscles  and  tendons  in  the  knee  dur- 
ing surgery.  A similar  procedure  has 
been  performed  with  partial  knee 
replacement  and  is  now  being  success- 
fully performed  for  com'plete  knee 
replacements  by  Berger  and  Aaron 
Rosenberg,  MD,  at  Rush.  The  total 
knee  procedure  is  performed  through 
one  small  three-  to  four-inch  incision 
instead  of  a large,  eight-  to  12-inch 
incision.  This  approach  has  the  poten- 
tial for  dramatically  reducing  pain  by 
sparing  muscles  and  tendons  that  his- 
torically have  been  cut  during  standard 
surgery.

In  fall  2003,  Rush 
received  its  highest  scores  ever  in  its 
history  on  the  JCAHO  survey.  Plus, 
Rush  was  the  first  full-service  medical 
center  in  Illinois  to  receive  Magnet 
designation  in  recognition  of  its  top- 
notch  nursing  program.  The  Magnet 
award  is  the  highest  honor  a hospital 
can  receive  for  outstanding  achieve- 
ment in  nursing  services,  awarded  hy 
the  American  Nurses  Association.
